“cocktail”of amino acids. 
”Doctors at Loyola Hospital said 
the daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Ger- 
ald Ayers was suffering from keto- 
tic hyperglycinemia, a disorder so 
Tare the doctors said they knew of 
only three diagnosed cases in the 
WwWorld to date. 

Little Kathleen weighed less than 
she did at birth with she arrived at 
the hospital, and continually vom- 
ited her food.

At the last meeting of the board 
of managers of the Youth Service 
Center, 工 .

With the snip of a ribbon by 
Mayor Alioto，the city's newest 
District Health Center went into 
operation at Broadway and Mason 
streets last weekK. 

The District Four facility will 
Serve Tesidents in the Chinatown- 
North Beach areas, and the region 
including the northeast portion of 
the city from Van Ness Avenue to 
the Bay，embracing Central City 
andthe South of Market area. 

The first floor of the new build- 
ing straddling the Broadway Tun- 
nel already is the site of the new 
Harbor Emergency Hospital, which 
shifted from its old site at the foot 
of Sacramento Street last February 
26. 

The two upper floors, however， 
are the nerve center of what the 
Department of Public Health calls 
Health Center No. 4. The Health 
Department staff there provides 
the services of environmental 
health inspectors，health educa- 
tors，public health nurses，physi- 
cians，dentists，dental hygienists， 
nutritionists， and _ administrative 
office personnel to _ district resi- 
dents. 

Temporarily，the new building 
also will house the administrative 
and clinical services of the North- 
East Medical Services,， a voluntary 
health care program in the Process 
of locating new quarters.

According to Wang,“the prob- 
lem of juvenile deliquency in the 
Chinese community is increasing in 
both quantity and intensity.”He 
blamed the situation on“years of 
negligence and indifference.” Be- 
Sides the servVices of the center， 
which Wang labeled “necessarily 
limited,” other means of remedy 
“must be sought both inside and 
outside of the Chinese commu- 
nity.”To accomplish this, he said， 
“the Chinese commaiunity as 3 
whole ,must assume 3a greater re- 
sponsibility im care of its youth 
population, youth-serving agencies 
in the Chinese _ community Inust 
imodify their programs to meetthe 
changing needs of the youth,，and 
governmental agencies Imust be 
more responsive and sensitive to 
the problems .of our youth. Co- 
operation and coordination，not 
competition，must be the guiding 
principles in community approach 
to youth worK.?” 

Wang pledged to continue his 
Support-of the work of the center 
as a Voluihteer,“'a role 工 prefer to 
Play.” 

IThe board accepted the request 
and designated the executive com- 
Inittee to set UP a procedure for 
Tecruiting a new director.

BI-LINGUAL NEEDS AND 
ASIAN TASK FORCE WORKSHOP 


The San Francisco Unified School District's pTo- 
posed cuts in the district's bilingual instruction pTogram 
should not unnoticed. Thus far, only the Spanish-speaking 
community has protested. 

The need extends beyond the Spanish-speaking of whic 
there are 12,000 students in the city"s Schools with Span- 
ish surname. The School registration also includes 13.000 
Chinese, 3,600 Filipino, 1300 Japanese and 273 Korean 
pupils. 

No child can learn if a class is taught in a language he 
does not understand. Each person who come to the United 
States to live should make it his business to learn English. 
Yet, it is the schools responsibility to helpb the child over- 
comes his handicap. 

The school board is having a tough financial time，but 
the language pIoblem deserves top priority. If the budget 
is to be trimmed, cut that which is of lesser priority. 

We have also been alerted to the Berkeley Asian Task 
Force Workshopb to be held this Saturday (May 22) at West 
Campus, University Avenue and Bonar Street. 

The Berkeley Asian Task Force, Since January 1970, has 
WorIked closely with the Berkeley Board of Education to 
meet the educational needs of Asian students. 

The workshop offers an opportunity for teachers, pa-

dequate counseling, teacher insensitivity and irrelevant cur- 
riculum .

On the panel discussion of health care in Chinatown, DT . 


Stanley Louie of Chinese Hospital, whom many of the regis- 
trants privately considered to be the panel representative for 
the Establishment, said that he feels physician coverage' (in 
numbers) is adequate in Chinatown and presented the figure 
of 30 M.D.'s in Chinatown for a S.F. population of 60.000- 
70,000 Chinese. While Dr. Louie points out that not all Chi- 
nese live in Chinatown and that many U.S.-born Chinese are 
acculturated and go to American doctors, the fact sheet dis- 
tributed for Symposium registrants mentions the statistic of 
8,000 being the number of immigrants annually who enter 
and remain. 


Dr. Sanford Tom, a psychiatrist, described the growth 
amd availability of mental health services in Chinatown-North 
Beach area-- the North East Mental Health Team，which of- 
fers bi-lingual sevices to the indigent and low income person 
or family. This service is financed through the San Francisco 
Public Health Department and provides pyschiatric care to in- 
dividuals and consultation to relevant agencies. 


During thefloor discussions, most of the questions ad-. 
dressed to the members of the panel somehow never received 
an answWer satisfactory to the audience. For example, how is 
Chinese Hospital going about the recruitment of bi-lingual 
staff2 The reply that Tecruitment is carried on through the 
professional journals and societies seemed to Imiss the point 
of the question, which was on the recruitment of 2 六 277282QL 
staff， On the question of what will happen when the Federal 
grant for NEMS (North East Medical Services) runs out, the 
reply was more or less obscured, 主 not lost by a literal shrusg 
of the shoulder.， While several in the audience wanted to PUT- 
sue the concept that such a community Service be comImun- 
ity -based (that is, community financed) to keep it indepen- 
dent, such discussion was aborted. 


A very enjoyable and unifying part of the day's program 
was the lecture on acupuncture and moxibustion given by DT， 


Tam Po-Hsin of San Francisco。 Dr. Tam, a distinguished-look- 


ing lady in traditional Chinese dress, Spoke in Cantonese on 
the history and methodology of this 5,000-year-old branch of 
traditional medicine while her nephew Albert Cheng trans- 
lated， Many questions were addressed to Dr. Tam, all of them 
from the minority of Caucasian-Americans in the audience. 
However, her replies, straightforward and concise, told her 
audience what they wanted to know-.
